Holds Supreme 


Northern Michigan Has Unprece- 
dented Storm Season 


. Northern Michigan was again visited 
this week by a blockading snow 
storm accompanied by the coldest 
weather ing recent history. Sunday 
night in East Jordan the ‘mercury 
dropped to twenty below zero. Late 
Tuesday afternoon, a heavy wind and 
snow storm came out of the north-west 
and by Wednesday morning the rail- 
roads in Northern Michigan, already 
badly hemmed in with high banks, were 
completely blockaded. 

The East Jordan & Southern Railroad 
has had little difficulty in keeping their 
line open to Bellaire but all three trunk 


lines north—the P. M., M. C. and G. R,, 


& I. railroads were completey snowed 
in Wednesday. - 
The East Jordan branch of the Mich- 
igan Central has been among those 
badly blockaded, 
that system being‘run two weeks ago. 
Efforts were made to open the line and 
they had succeded in getting their 
snow plow two miles this side of Alba, 
when snow plow and locomitives were 
piled up inabad wreck. A result of 
blockade has been that a largé amount 
of mail routed over this line for East 
Jordan accumulated at Grayling. A 
postoffice inspector wasin East Jordan, 
Tuesday, and took steps to have it 
brought around by Mackinaw.

MILO D. CAMPBELL IS . DEAD 


Had Just Been Made Member of the 
Federal Reserve Board. 


Washington—Milo D, Campbell of 
Coldwater, Mich., sworn in a week 
ago as member of the Federal reserve 
board, dropped dead on the links of 
the Columbia Country club while play- 
{ng golf with former Senator Town- 
send. Ho was 72 years of ago. 

Camphell was. appointed. to tho 
federal reserve board as the “dirt 
farmer” provided in the law passed 
in the recent session of congress in- 
creasing the size of the board, 

He came’ to Washington a week 
ago and took the oath of' office. 
Since then he had been a daily at- 
tendant at the board meetings.” 

Mr. Campbell was a former mem: 
ber of the Michigan legislature and 
chairman of state tax commission. 

Campbell was president of the 
State board of prisons and reforma- 
tory institutions, mayor of Cold- 
water, ‘and United States marshal 
for the castern district, of Michigan, 
, He was a leader in devéloping the 
program of co-operative business 
organizations among farmers and 
ha was widely in demand as. a 
speaker on farming topics. 

He. was a practical working farmer 
all his life, actively. managing two 
farms on the outskirts of his home 
town, which are widely known as 
models of agricultural efficiency,

IMPORTANT FOOD PRINCIPLES 


It is not necessary for us to remem- 
ber the scientific names for the dilfer- 

- : am ent “food — princi- 
ples; it is sufli- 
cient if we have 
in mind an exam- 
ple ‘of exch. The 
most expensive 
and eomplex food 
which is neces- 
sary for health, is 
protein, found in meats, eggs, milk, 
fish, beans and peas. Starch is found 
in vegetables, the potato being rich 
in starch, Sugar is found in fruits in 
the natural state, in hongy, and in all 
dried fruits; mineral matter we obtain 
from the water we drink and the vege- 
tables we eat. , : 

As everything we eat, perhaps with

no exception, has possibilities of harm- 


ing this wonderful tueehine, if it is 
not properly imastiented, so starch, 
the best of food, if indulged in In too 
lnrge quantities, will also harm the 
body. Foods however good, in wrong 
combingtions, will cnuse intestinal 
trouble. f'rotein foods at low heat 
will putrefy, giving off the most dead- 
ly of poisons, but with starch low heat, 
such as surrounds the food in the 
digestive tract, will cause fermenta- 
tion and an acid which is the best of 
disinfectants. As the intestinal tract 
is inhabited by different kinds of bac- 
teria up into the hundreds, each giv- 
ing off its own peculiar poison, dead 
or alive, one may appreciate a little 
of what we owe to our starchy foods. 

These starch granules, ‘when sub- 
mitted to moisture und high tempera- 


‘I ture, swell and burst and after being 


cooked become a paste easily 
tacked by the digestive juices. 

In the mouth, by mixing with the 
saliva in proper mastication, begins 
the first stage of digestion and a very 
important one. 

Too much starch and sugar causes 
excess of welght. A meal of bread, 
vice, and potatoes with a tapioca pud-

When more starch is eaten than Is 
needed for the body Mses, it is scorea 
as sugar in the liver or around the 
heart, causing all sorts of disorders.

SOMETHING ABOUT RAW FOODS 
Serving raw food is nothing at all 
new, but the real value. of. raw food 
: is in the vita- 
mines which we 
have only known 
about for a few 
years, and which 
are still occupy- 
ing the time of

perts. Ve are still to learn more and 
more of the vitamine value in foods,

Legislative discussion has swung 
back to the big basic taxatien prob- 
lems that loomed largest at the apen- 
ing of the present session of Michi- 
gan's Jawmakers, but which were sup- 
planted in the limelight temporarily 
by other matters. Farmer members 
who backed the 2-cent gasoline lix 
’plan, a3 2 means of providing the 

> funds for the state highway depart: 
ment, and who put the bill throngh 
the house by a fotir to one voice, now 
are found to be clinging tenaciously 
to their idea of a state income tax, 
The fact that a constitutional ainend- 
ment for an income tax met decisive 

defeat at the polis last November 
does not deter the champions of this 
tax from pushing their plans in’ the 
legislature. They contend that an 
amendment to the constitution is not 
needed; that the legislature has the 
power to enact such legislation. The 
constitutional point is that all taxes 
must be uniform. Wxemptions grant- 
ed in income taxes prevent uwniform- 
ity, is the claim of those opposed to 
a state tax and who declare that it 
would .run afoul of the constitution. 
A legal opinion on this point is be- 
ing sought, but it now appears clear 
that the backers of the income tax 
will press their pk.n in both house 
and senate anyway. 


Scrap Over Governor's Authority. 


Me Forgotten for a time, the conflict 
of views over the extent to which in-| 
situtional appropriations should be 
subject to the authority of the state 
administrative board again has stir- 
red up capitel circles. Practically 
every appropriation bill introduced 
early in the session contained a pro- 
vision that the appropriation “shall 
be subject to the supervisory control 

‘of the state administrative board.” 
The latter board had had the clause 
inserted: The institutional commil- 
tees of the house, to which the bills 
went first, took pains to strike out 
the clause before they reported them 
out to the house. The bills then went 
to the ways and means committee, 
which passes on all money measures. 
This divergence of opinion over the 
powers of the governor’s board at- 
tracted much attention at the time, 
but, was almost forgotten while the 
bills remained in the ways and means 
Toom. Now, however, the Jatter com- 
mittee has begun reporting them out 
and the attention of the objectors to 
the administrative board’s supervision 
has been drawn to the fact that the 

, gontro! clause has been re-inserted in 

all the bills. The first couple of ap- 
propriation bills from the ways and 
means committee went through the 
house before it was discovered that 
the clause was back in its old place. 
The legislators who object to it con- 
tend that.it is the exclusive province 
of, the legislature to appropriate funds 
and direct their expenditure. They 
doubt that the legislature has the 
right to delegate this prerogative to 
the state board and hereby turn overa 
machinery that might be used _poli- 
tically by any governor that caase to 
do so. Anyway the fight is on again. 


Income Tax Bill Jntroduced. 
Rep. Warren D. Byrum, of Ingham, 
has introduced an income tax bill that 
- follows the federal law fairly closely. 
It exempts $1,000 from all incomes 
and $400 for each dependent, as does 
the federal law, but only provides 
$2,000 exemption for a'married person 
where the federal faw exempts $2,500. 
It aims to establish’ the tax in 1924. 
It is the plan cf the hackers of the

- property taxes with the income tax, 
the corporation tax and the gasoline 
tax. They estimate that the income 
tax will raise from fourteen to six- 
teen millions annually, and that -this 

‘ with the corporation taxes will be| 
enough for the state’s business pur- 
poses, while the gasoline taxes take 
care of the highways. Determined op- 
position exists to these plans, but the 
steady insistence of the sponsors| 
means that the whole question. will| 
.be fought out to a finish. In another 
week or s0 the tax measures will oc- 
cupy the center of the: stage until they 
are disposed of. 


People May Vote On Gas Tax, 


The certainty that Detroit automo- 
bile clubs will file a petition to have 
the 2-cent gasoline tax bill put to a 
referendum vote if it passes the legis- 
lature over the governor’s veto, or if 
‘t stands without a veto, is causing its} 
friends some concern. They are anxt- 
ous to obtain for the state highway: 
fund at once the $7,000,000 anticipat-! 
ed revenue from the gasoline tax and! 
do not relish , the idea of having it‘ 
held up until the voters of the state 
decide in November, 1924, whether or 
not it will stand as law. Some hoped 
that by terming it a deficiency mea- 

ure a referendum could be avoided, 
‘but Gov. Groesbeck is quoted as say- 

ing that this cannot be done in view 

of the fact that there is no deficiency.

Women’s Bills Reported Out, 


. Much interest has been created in 
senate circles by the reporting out of 
the so-called women's bills and ap- 
parent certainty-that their provisions 
will be much debated from the floor. 
The clause permitting a married wo- 
man to establish a separate home 
from that of her’ husband has heen 
cut out of the equal rights bill in com- 
mittee and the bil as it stands estab- 
lishes marriage as a partnership, giv- 
ing women the right to sue and to be 
sued as individuals, to engage in bus- 
iness separately, even though that 
business may. be in direct competion 
with the husband. The bill practical- 
ly gives married women all the rights 
of single women. Another clause in 
the bill would eliminate the “obey” 
from all marriage ceremonies and 
would establish the matrimonial state 
on a 60-60 basis.. A legitimacy bill 
aims to remove the stigma of being 
nameless from the child of an unwed 
nother. On the sole authority of the 
mother the ‘child would be given the 
name.of the father. 4
